Underwriters Threaten to Raise 
Insurance Rates. 


~ THE FIREMEN CANNOT WORK, 


—_— 


Overhead Wires Cause Increase in 
Losses and the Men Who Pay 
Demand Relic. 


‘Unless the Municipal Assembly adopts an 
ordinance before July 1 compelling the elec- 
tric light, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies to put their wires under ground, fire 
insurance rates will probably be taised 10 
per cent by the St. Louls Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 

If such an ordinance is adopted a peduction 
of 10 per cent will be made in July. 

This ts the alternative held out by the 
board. 

Since the meeting of the Board of Under- 
writers last Tuesday it has been given out 


that the overhead wire question alone stood. 


in the way of a favorable discussion of 
the proposition to reduce the rates. As 
was predicted in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, 


the matter of reducing the present tariff 
came up before the board, but at once en- 
countered opposition. 

A resolution was introduced, the sub- 
stance of which was that an advance of 10 
per cent shall be made over the present 
rate unless effective legislation to force the 
wires under ground is accomplished by the 
Municipal Assembly before ‘July 1. Those 
present expressed themselves in favor of 
a reduction of 10 per cent in the event of 
such legislation, 

The resolution was referred to the Public 
Improvements Committee, with instructions 
to report upon it at the next meeting of 
the board. The next meéting will be held 
on the second Tuesday in April, and the 
committee P ples meet to discuss the resolu- 
tion a few days before. 

As a majority, if not all, of the members 
of the committee are favorable to the reso- 
lution, there is little doubt that the commit- 
tee will submit a report recommending its 
adoption. 

This will mean that unless steps are taken 
at once to force the wires underground, a 
return will be made to the old 20 per cent 
advance in the tariff, which was reduced 
10 per cent. last June through the efforts of 
the Post-Dispatch. The 20 per cent advance 
had been made sdme time before, on the 
score that the fire loss in St. Louis hada 
been so heavy as to make the advance 
necessary, if the companies represented in 
St, Louis wanted. to.do business here with- 
out financial loss. 


The advance was maintained for some 
time after conditions had improved, but 
finally the board receded to the extent of 
10 per cent, as a result of the agitation of 
the matter by the Post-Dispatch. Two cost- 
ly fires during the present year, in which 
overhead wires played a disastrous part, 
are assigned by members of the board as 
the cause for the refusal to recede from 
the other 10 per cent of the advance. 

For some time the Board of Underwriters 
has been agitating the matter of burying 
the wires. While the Board of Public Im- 
provements’ bill for underground conduits 
was pending, the underwriers supported it 
with all their energies. Owing to the efforts 
of Councilman Heckel, as seme of them 
believe, the bill was defeated, 

The underwriters now state that they will 
resort to heroic measures. They argue that a 
movement that will touch the pockets of the 
public will result in members of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly being compelled by pop- 
ular clamor,.to afford the needed legisla- 
tion. They believe that an advance of 10 per 
cent in fire insurance rates will produce 
this popular clamor, especially when the 
threat is coupled with a promise to reduce 
the rates in the event of the Jegislation 
being provided. 

Members of the board maintain that, in 
spite of the assertions of non-board and ex- 
board agents, they are once more in a po- 
sition to dictate fire insurance rates In Sk. 
Louis. They insist tha® with the exception 
of Hirschberg, the only opposition now is 
from the Lloyds, and that has weakened 
to such an extent that it is not to be consid- 
ered. They are in earnest about the over- 
head wires and declare that the Municipal 
Assembly has trifled with the matter long 
enough, The advance, they say, may even 
exceed 10 per cent. . 


Nothing was saéd in the resolution about 


overhead trolley wires. These being in She 
middie of the street are not so great a source 
of danger in cases of fire. The refusal of the 
Lindell Company to shut off its power dur- 
ing the Siegel-Hillman fire will cause, it is 
Stated, the issuance of an ultimatum by she 
board in regard to the overhead trolley 
wires. The board will probably insist that a 
stringent ordinance be passed compelling 
the railway companies to shut off power 
when ordered to do so, 

Howard A. Blossom ‘talked freely on the 
subject when he learned thait the proceed- 
ings of the meeting’ had become public 
eroge ty: He stated that there was little 
doubt that *he resolution would be adopted. 

“IT was not at the meeting,’’ said Mr. 
Blossom, “‘but learned of the resolution to- 
day. The action outlined in the resolution 
will probably be.taken, The overhead wire 
nuisance has ré@ached such a stage that 
action is absolutely necessary for self pro- 
tection. No matter what skill and hard 
work may be brought into play by Chief 
Swingley in fighting a fire, the overhead 
wires render him almost powerless, With 
wires almost covering the fronts of build- 
ings, as they do on many Of our principal 
streets, the firemen are almost shut off. 
It is necessary to bring the full force of 
streams to bear, and this is now practi- 
cally impossible because the wires pre- 
vent the raising of ladders and cut the 
streams up so that they are spray before 
they reach the flames: The water tower 
cannot be raised next to the curb on ac- 
count of the wires and has to be operated 
from a distance. Besides, the men at the 
pipe lines are.in danger of death every 
time they encounter these net-works, as 
water is an excellent conductor of elee- 


tricity. St. Louts is away behind the times

He is of a nervous disposition, defec- 
tive in education, but endowed with a full 
share of self-assurance. He is thoroughly 
familiar with woman’s queer ways and the 
best method of capturing her. He did not 
rely on flattery, either, in effecting his 
ends, but turned stern and dictatorial when 
occasion required it. °

on the charge of having swindled his sweet- 
heart of $500 caused half a dozen other pre- 
cincts to be,hearfl from, and that number 
of too confiding young women are looking 
for him and their several financial alls, 
which he had secured on various pretenses. 
He would engage to a girl with money, get 
her wealth and disappear. His gains run 
from $50 to $500, and he has been living 
high. His victims heard from number fif- 
teen so far.

BOUGHT THE AOPE. 


Important Clew to the Murder of | 


Old Man Reynolds. . 


SIX MEN UNDER ARREST 


Grocer Slaig Identifies Maier as the. 


Purchaser of the Rope Found on 
the Dead Man’s Neck. 


Six men are now under arrest, accused of 
complieity in the murder of Thomas Rey- 
holds, whose body was found Tuesday morn- 
ing under a heap of sawdust in the base- 
ment of the Cleveland vapors, 307 South 
Third street. 

Chief among the list of suspects is Carl 
Meier, or Charles Meyer, as he is sometimes 
called. who was ‘employed asa duane ‘av the 
house. 

On the day that Reynolds Siteatties 
Maier bought a piece of rope at Henry 
Slaig’s grocery, 81 South Second street. 
The same rope was around Reynolds’ neck 
when the body was found. It had been used 


‘by 'the garroters. 

Siaig, accompanied by William J. Hilder, 
his clerk, called at the Four Courts Thurs- 
day and picked out from a long line of 
murderous-looking crooks Maier, she Madi- 
son House porter, as the purchaser of the 


rope. 

the police consider the evidence against 
him very strong, and the circumstances are 
not bettered by the numerous conflicting } 
Stories he tells. 

The other suspects, arrested Wednesday 
morning, are Mike Dempsey, James Car- 
roll, Pat Ford, alias Frank Beard, Thomas 
Hayes and Thomas Cain. The latter was 
Originally held as a witness, but circum- 
Stanees tended to connect him with the 
crime, and he was arrested. 

The drag-net system was invoked by Capt. 
pg end Wednesday night, and the follow- 
ing men were taken into custody from the 
lodging-houses ar the river: Jacob 
Schmidt, John O’Donnell, James Redpath, 
Michael Morrissey, Otto Anchor, August 
Peterson, William Niemann, John Stone, 
Lawrence Nolan, Robert Schultz, Morris 
Toomey, William Broderick, Frank Wick- 
mann, Thomas Kane, Dan Nolan, Charles 
U ngermann and Tony Welsmann. "They are 
held as witnesses for the Coroner, 

The inquest was set for 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning; but was continued until the 
game hour Friday morning to give the  po- 
iice more time to act. 

Chief Desmond and Capt. O’Malley had 
Carl Maier under fire for about two hours 
Wednesday night, and more than once it 
looked as though he was on the verge of 
weakening and revealing the whole story of. 
how Reynolds came to his death. 

Maier was very pale and nervous during 
the whole time he was on the rack. At 
one moment he would deny a plain assertion 
he had made but a moment before, and his 
conduct was such as to lead the officers to 
belfeve that he was at least concerned in 
the murder, and may indeed have planned 
the whole affair. 

It is reasonably certain that Reynolds was 
attacked while in the water closet, lassoed 


| with a small piece of sea grass rope, and 


then choked and beaten to death. He was 
then carried int me part of the basement 
in the rear and buried 

One thing that causes suspicion to revert 
to Maser is the fact that the seat in the 
closet had been scrubbed and scoured to a 
state of whiteness never before observed. 
On the floor and wall remain spots of blood 
which had evidently been overlooked. 

Maier is the only person who would be 
likely to undertake such a task, and it must 
have been done during the night of March 
17, when Reynolds was murdered, for tie 
blood was not noticed until after the d's- 
covery of the body. 

In the garret of the Cleveland house was 
found a rope exactly like the piece that was 
placed around Reynolds’ neck. Maier at 
first stated that he had never seen such a 
rope, but afterward admitted that he had 
cut the long rope in two; that the two pieces 
were identical, and elaimed. that Jacob 
Fritschy, toe proprietor, ordered him to get 
a plece of rope from the garret to tie a 
water pipe in the basement. 

Mr. Fritschy says this: is untrue. 

Jacob Schmidt is regarded as an im- 
portant witness against Maier. After 
Thomas Cain had related to Fritachy the 
conversation he claims to have overheard 
between Carroll, Dempsey and Ford, it was 
decided to report the disappearance of Rey- 
nolds to the police, and this was done last 
Monday. On Monday afternoon Maier sug- 
gested to. Schmidt that somebody might 
have killed Reynolds and buried him in 
the celjar, and requested Schmidt to ac- 
company him to the basement. Schmidt 
says he did so, but they made no exami- 
nation of the ash pile. 

On Tuesday morning when the pile of 
refuse was searched Maier was in the party, 
When the man with the 
shovel commenced to dig and disclosed the 
shoes on Reynolds’ feet. Maier ran from 
the basement to the floor above. He seem- 
ed to be terror-stricken and could not be 
induced to return downstairs.

LONDON, March 26.—At the dinner given

Miss Murray, who looks little more than 


a child, claims that the ph siclan betrayed 
her-under promise of marriage last June in 
his office. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter/the girl told 


her story. 

-- “J still léve Herman,’ she said, nil a 
tear trickld down her eck “T would not 
take this step if he had only treated ‘me 
half decently. But Wednesday morning he 
kicked me about like a dog. If he had only 
uttered one kind word to me I should have 
condoned everything. 

/” “Dr. Nietert was our family physician. He 
treated my married sister, who died nearly® 
two and-one-half years ago, and I became 
acquainted with him. We liv, at Tenth 

and North Market street. Abo@t two years 
azo I was sick and Dr. Nietert treated me. 
I was not 15 years old and I used to go 
from my house:to his office. 

‘ie is tall and handsome and he treated 
me so kindly that I grew to love him. He 
ewore I should be his wife and like a fool 
I believed him. After last June I noticed a 
coolness in his demeanor, He frequently 
ordered me from his office and said he 
eared for meno more. 

Wednesday morning I went to his office. 

**You here again” said Herman. ‘Get 
eut now and keep away. Remember I want 
nothing more to do with you.’ I said, 
‘Don’t break my heart. Marry me as you 
promised.’ 

* ‘Get out, I say,’ he shouted, and thén he 
seized me by the shoulders, turned me 
around and kicked me out. 

“T returned to the office door and begged 
him to listen to me. Instead he called his 
negro servant and ordered him to. throw 
water on me, which tie negto did. Then T 
left and went to some frends who sent me 
to Mr. Smythe.”’ 


The girl’s father recéntly moved from 
Tenth and North Market to 6806 Old Man- 
chester road, where he conducts a dairy. 
He knows notoJng of his Gaughter’s ruin, 
she having, she says, concealed her shame 
until her lover’s conduct jarove her to des- 
peration. 

Attorney Smythe aasit “Miss Murray is 
a mere child. She was sent to me by a well- 
to-do citizen whose name I will not men- 
tion, who guaranteed my fee and demanda- 
ed that I press the matter and undo a great 
injustice, and I shall, if it is in my power. 

‘This is a most aggravated case. It would 
be bad enough to ruin a chiid of 16, but to 
kick her and then order a negro servant 
to throw water on her is too barbarous for 
civilized communities. I shall ask for a 
warrant to-morrow, and if I don’t get it I 
will present the matter to the Grand-jury.”’

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Dr. Nietert is tall and splendidly formed, 
with a kindly, handsome face and a saucy 
mustache. He is a typical ladies’ man. He 
is a Republican and earns $10 per cadaver 
by conducting autopsies on the city’s un- 
tbe dead.

The alleged attempt 
B. Frank Isaacs, son of J. 
wail paper man, on April 11, 1895, at the resi- 
dence in Westminster place, is the Basis of 
a suit that will come up for trial in Judge 


Wood’s court next Tuesday. 

The young man received a pistol wound 
while in bed early on the morning of April 
li, and everything pointed to an attempt at 
suicide, the more sensational because the 
young man had been married but a short 
time. 
to an attempt at self-destruction. 

The young man, his family and friends all 
denied this, and attributed the wound to an 
acdident, although the. matter was never 
fully explaine i, 

Isaacs had an accident insurance policy 
in the New England Mutual Accident As- 
sociation of Poston. He had taken it out at 
the solicitation of Whately L. Chandler, 
St. Louis agent of the concern, who paid 
the premiums for him, according to Isaacs’ 
attorney, having agreed that Isaacs should 
reimburse him when able, C handler paid one 
premium on March 22, When Isaacs 
tried to collect the $650 due on the policy, 
the company refused*to pay on the grounds 
that no premium had been paid by Isaacs, 
and the wound was the result of an attempt 
at suicide 

Suit was filed against the company on 
August 1, Isaacs having lost his left eye as a 
result of the wound. 

It subsequently developed that on April, 
16, 1895. five days after Isaacs was wounded, 
the Insurance Company returned to Chan- 
dler the amount of the premium he had 
paid on Isaaes’ policy. To establish this 
Attorney Hopkins had the depositions of 
Secretary Benjamin Franklin Dyer of the 
company faken in Boston. Dyer admitted 
that the money was returned to Chandler, 

Attorney Hopkins argues that Chandler 
advanced the money out of his own pocket 
for Isaacs, as any other friend might have 


done.
